He 
comes to Heber from his work at 
Orem's Lakecrest Development 
Center, one of the twelve Utah 
centers owned and operated by 
‘Care Enterprizes,’’ a corporation 
which is prominent in the western 
states.

Her father was 
Director of one of the Medical 
Research Laboratories at the 
University of Utah until recently.

The location is 
ideal because of the serene 
surroundings, and its close prox- 
imity to the larger cities. 

Stan said that he has already 
seen the community support of 
Heber City, and the volunteer 
group here is one of the largest of 
any of the centers in Utah. He has 
great hopes of developing a small 
park just north of the center which 
can be of use for the town’s people 
as well as patients as a recreation 
area in this section of town. The 
ground is already secured. What 
is needed is volunteered work to 
accomplish the park. 

Stan and Nancy are anxious to 
move to Heber Valley and have 
listed their home in Springville Sth 
Ward for sale. 

Stan is currently the President 
of Seventy’s Quorum in his ward 
and Nancy is Ward President of 
the Young Women. 

They enjoy backpacking, hiking, 
fishing, snow skiing, golf and 
reading. Today, they have 
brought some plants to help make 
the center beautiful.
